Stewarttie, baylerie, or Regalirie, 'or the head burgh of any of thoſe 
Juriſdictions, whereinthe head Courts arc holderi, and where the faid 
anhwall retiters dwell,ahd have their ordinarie reſidence inany court day 
in one of thetwolaſt weeks immediately preceding, -and in one of the 
two firſt weeks immediately followi ng Whirl, and Marrinmaſſe. 
Ar which timethe Sheriffs,Stewards, Bayliff;and ayliffs of Repaliries, 
& Proveſt,and bayliffs of free burrows within the bounds of therJuriſ- 
dictions,ſhalbe obliged to hold Courts weeklyto theeffeQafter ſpecifi- 
ed. Andrhe Lieges reſorting to the ſaid Courts,ſhallgiveup oneinventar 
to the Clerk thereof, of the whole furnmes of money for whichannuall 
rentisdueto them yearly or termly, with the names of their debtors, 
deſigned by name and ſirname, and the ordinarieplace of their reſidence. 
As alſo the whole ſummes of money for which chey are ſubject in pay- 
ment of annual rents toothers,with the names oftheir creditors,to wh 
che ſame is due, deſigned likewiſe by riame tid firtiame, and tHe place of 
their ordinarie reſidence; whetherthe ſame annnall rentbein viftuall, or 
infilyer: the annuall of victualltobe eſteemed according tothe ſtock of 
money for which it is payd, ar eight for ilk hundred rheteof.: And ſhall 
cauſe the patcies, up-givers of the (41d invenrars, everic partie ſubſcribe 
his owninventar himſctfe, 'if hee cart write; and if hee cannor write, the 
Clerk of the faid Court hall ſubſctibe the Taid Inventar in face of the 
court before the membersrhereof. Ahd alſotheJheriffs, ſtewards, bay- 
lif, bayliffs of regalities, proyeſt;:nd bayliffs of free burtowes within 
the bounds'of thier juriſtlictions! And theclerks themſelves fhall make 
and give up atrinventar of thedebts owing ro themſelves, and by them- 
ſelves, as ſaigis. IT IS alwaics provided, that if any perſon impedir 
by. reaſon of ficknefſe ordiltraced b ' ſome other juſt occaſion, ſhall 
nor bepreſcnt hiniſel fe rogiveupthe ſaid inventar, It ſhallbelawfull for 
himtocauſe any honeſt befponſill man within the juriſdiQtion where hee 
dwels, compeir and giveup his inventar, providing the ſame be ſub- 

if _- ſcribed 
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ſcribed by himſelfe, orany notar at his command, which the ingiver 
ſhall declare to be one true deed, and ſhall abide at the ſame upon thelike 
hazzard and danger, as the principall partic ſhould underlye: which ſhall 
be als ſufficient, as if rheinventar had beene given perſonally up by the 
principall partic himſelfe. And aninventax being once made and given 
up, ſhall ſtill ſtand, and be a ground tochargeany perſon, during thetime 
of theſix years of the ſaid taxation, unleſlethe partie change, or other- 
waics employ his ſummes:and then he ſhall give up a new inventar, which 
ſhallbe anew ground of a charge, and the former ſhall ceaſe. And the 
ſaid Clerke ſhall makea Recordin his Regiſter of the ſaid whole inyen- 
tars: whichinventars being ſo recorded, ſhall beeextraQed by the ſaid 
Clerke, and ſubſcribed with his hand, And three extracts madeof the 
ſame; onertobegiven tothe parrie,if he requirethe ſame; anotherto be 
 ſentby the ſaid Clerketo the ColleRor of the ſame taxation ; and the 
third tobe ſent by the ſaid Clerke,tothe Cranxxr of HisMarzstizs 
Rnc1srsx,tobekept amongſt the Records of his Majeſties Exchequer, 
totheintentit may bee knowne how far everie party is lyable-in pay- 
ment of the ſaid extraordinarie taxation. For the which extra and 
note made in Regiſter,the ſaid Clerk ſhall have of every perlon,up-giver 
. of aninvencar, the ſummeof foure ſhillings money. And if by ok or 
malice the Clerke ſhall happen to delay, or ſhift the Lieges, reſorting to 
the ſaid courts to the effect toreſaid, (complaint being made thereof to 
the Lords of his Majcſtics privie Councell) the {aid Clerks ſhall bee pu- 
niſhed accordingly, ar the diſcretion of the ſaid Lords. And at any court 
day, inany of the ſaid two weekes preceding or immediately following 
any terme, it ſhall be leaſometo any perſon to. compeir and offer to give 
up his inventar (hee making payment of the taxation due forthe ſame) 
which the Clerk and Judge ſhall beaſtricted to receive. 

AND albeitit bedeclared,, that an inventar oncegiven up ſhall {ill 
ſtand,and bee agroundto charge any perſon during the wholetermesof 
_ theſaidtaxation, except the ſame bechangedin manner foreſaid : Yer

provided and declared, thar if they fai

up more than heis juſtly adebred, rhe up-giver thereof ſhall forfeit that 
termes annuall to his Majeſties uſe.
